Most fiirmers would call this a 
waste of feod. l»ut » jjood trial 
would change their minds.

Then after pasturiiii; and feeding 
all summer tho calves sliDuld be 
put in a close feed lot and fatten- 
ed on clover or alfalfa hay, cdrn, 
cottonst e I meal and silaffe if one 
ha- the silo.

Healtli ani ProductiaR ef Hogs. 

The victory of vaccination over 
liov; diolera has ix'coiiip ofr<'ctivo 
at a time when market prices have 
been exerting a powerful stimulus 
to l)recding. So lonjr as cholera 
l)ani.'d scionlists, disastrous ex- 
l)eriences with the disease were 
frequently recited b.v corn farm- 
•Ms to explain their refusal- to 
breod hojjs. One loss of a drove 
of hogs, representing a crop of 
corn, lasts a cautious man a long 
time. Losses are now leas fre- 
quent niid nearly preventable. 

Tn some cases the application of 
tlie sei um-simultaneous treatment 
has not been all that was expected, 
but hopes for the resc ue of hogs 
where herds were already caught 
in liie throes of disease probabl.\ 
have been too strong, llie treat- 
ment for cholera is preventive, 
not curative. Higid tests where 
prevention only was involved have 
uniformly proved its efficacy. It 
is early to look for tangible re- 
sults in the general health of the 
hogs of America, for the method 
of treatment was worked out only 
three years ago and has been ex 
ploited in a com ,)ai-ativelv limited 
; lashion. .Still the statistics gath- 
ered by the Department of Agri- 
culture show the loM of hogs by 
disease last year oidy amounted to 
4;i.5 head out of every l.fiiio in 
the country, which is the lighiest 
loss ever reported and 16 per cent, 
smaller than the last ten jearav* 
erage. 

Simultaneously with this report 
comes the government estimate 

tliat the number of brood sows i.s 
1»» |)er cent greater than a year 
ago. Hogs have been olfered by 
far the most protitable route for 
' oiivciii- - corn into meat during 
, the last two years. At a price 
jiiJ.iU per cwt. lower than u year 
ago they are still addinsr 50 per 
cent to the price of corn. The 
prospfct is for a siil)staiitial in- 
crease in the number of hogs tlTs 
.year. Brood sows are nii.>il.\ 
young, but numbers, favorable 
farrowi'ig weather and reduction 
of disetfse will count.

The infoi million tullectecl l).v tl»e 
Department of Agriculture cou- 

cerr.ing the cost of growing corn 
in 1909 gives an inslriicti vc siirvev 
of the financial status of that crop. 
Corn is the main cash crop of Am- 
erica, worth more than twice as 
much us wheat and Minr(> than all 
of the other cereals combined. 
So iiiiuortant has corn become that 
no greater tribute can be paid to a 
faruiintr locality than to s:iy it is 
coin laml. In the Central West 
oin rciiulatos the price of land, 
determines the size of the farmers' 
bitnU account'-, iukI it fattens tlie 
live sto( l< ol' America. 

It costs less |)cr acre ami p r 
bushel to grow corn in the nortli 
central states just west of tiio Mis- 
sissippi KiviM' thiui in any olhei 
section of liiecounii v. The secret 
is largely in the Bmall outlay f<>> 
fertilizers on ai i '>;i:it of soil rioh- 
iiess, ami also in tlie elHcioal a i 
cheai> prepaiation of the broai^ 
tields with large imi>lements anc' 
big teams. The averag:e sizo (>; 
the cointiel Is on wl icii report.- 
woie sccureu from thii scclion 
42 acres, which was 50 per cent 
greater than for any other s'ictioii 
Nearly all of the work except ci.l 
livalion ami u'lthering is then 
(lone wiih three and four hor.si 
leaiiis. 

Tiie in-,1 of the work alone oi i 
the corn crop was least in Kansas. 
S").7o per acre. Oklahoma had a 
lower land rent so that it stood 
lowest ill t'>t il co->t at SS..MI pei 
acre. The losve.st cost (jer ljusliel. 
exclusive of rent, was in Illinois 
and Iowa, IS and V.) cents respect- 
ivtd.y , an i the lowest total cost pel 
ini-liel was in Iowa, .Soulii Dal^oUi 
and Wyoming, whore in each cttse 
the cost was .'Jt» ceiil>.. 

Tmo cost of production avorau'i'd 
;i7.'.» cents per bushel for the entirt 
country, and was generally about 
24 cents less than the estimate<! 
vahie per l)ris'ii'l in the fall ol 
r.JU.». IMces of corn were hiKhcst 
ill the Soutli tVlluntic and far 
western states, and the margin 
between cost and value was larut^st 
in those sections at 'J'.'.;') and '-VI 
cents respectively. In the other 
parts of the country the margin in 
190'.> was i)iit at '21 to 23 cents per 
')U-.hel on the average. 

Yields in bushels and dollars 
were greatest in the North Atlan- 
tic states, whore fields averaged 
only acres in si/o and ?l..'»<) to 
$1U worth of commercial feilili/.er 
wii.<> applied per acre. The forage 
of the crop was utilized more com- 
pletely tliere tlian anywhere else, 
and although much more work was 
put upon each acre of ground, the 
net income i)er acre was $9.73, 
which was oreater tlian any other 
part of the United States. The 
farmers of the Central West and 
West may learn a les.son from this 
example of results ol)tained l)y 
thrifty New England farmers. 
They raise a large crop and use it 
all. Handicapped by a heavy ex- 
pense for fertilizers, small tields 
and a short season, they lead the 
United States in net returns per 
I acre of corn.

With au apologetic impulse for 
the mediocre character of his mares 

many a farmer makes the serious 
mistake of breedinj^ them to an in- 
ferior stallion with a low fee. The 
idM seems to be that the mares arc 
not worthy of a better mate, and 
that cnits of more than ordinary 
(piality cannot be expected from 
such dams. On the contrary, 
every mare deserves to be mated 
with a hi;j:!! i lass stallion. The 
well-bred stallion has a profound 
influence on the character of the 
offspring. By reason of his long 
line of ancestry, rosenil)lin*,' him- 
self in form and quality, he stamps 
his image on the toal mach more 
strongly than the mongrel mare 
with her varied linos of iniierit- 
ance. . It follows that a great slej) 
in the improvement of the type of 
horses is made even by the tirst 
cross of good draft blood on com- 
mon mares. Ordinarily the extra 
cost in the service is only SIO to 
$15. The extra value of the colt 
at maturity is likely to l)e five or 
ten tunes that much. Kvery com- 
munity needs the services of a 
tirst-class draft stallion if it is to 
raise the kind of horses most use- 
ful for tarminjr and most profitable 
for ilie market. There are still 
some excellent stallions for sale. 
ICvery one of them sliould lind a 
location this sprin*; where his ser- 
vices ma.v be obtained by mare- 
owners. His influence should be 
extended to tlie utmost in the 
chararter of the horses that will 
finally yrow uparotmd him. .Man.\ 
a location has become famous 
among horse-buyers for the hinh 
character of its sto< k, following 
the iiilluence of some prepotent 
stallion mated at first with ver.\ 
common mares. If there is lu 
stnlliim now within readi, a few 
fiiriiii r-^ can club together and bu.\ 
Ovie <>t the riulit kind, or one ol 
the number, assured of the patron 
aije of his niMLi'h'oors, can maix' 
t le investment alone and i'eel (luil 
secure in the venture.

Ihe Lorimer Case In Politics. 

While The Post is deeply inter- 
ested in the election of any L'nited 
States senator, it reco^nixes the 
riffht of every state to choose its 
own senators without suggeetion 
from the outside. We cannot, 
however, refrain from expressinjr 
our regret at the attempt to make 
the Lorimer ease an issue in the 
Kentucky senatorial campaign. 

When passinjf upon the election, 
returns, and qualitications of its 
members the Senate of the United 
States acts in a judicial capacity, 
and every senator is under a sol- 
emn oath to decide such questions 
according to the law and the evid- 
ence. That honest and wise men 
should vote differently upon such 
a case will not in the least surprise 
us when we remember that the 
greatest and most upright iudges 
of ttur liijfliest courts reach oppo- 
site conclusions upon cases coming 
before them; but whether a par- 
ticular case should have been de- 
cided one way or the other is 
scarcely a matter upon which one 
man sliould be defeated and anoth- 
er man dected to the Senate. 

In voting upon the right of a 
fellow member to his seal, no sena- 
tor ought to be influenced by the 
hope of political advantage or by 
the fear of political injury. If such 
cases can be made an issue between 
rival aspirants for the nomination 
of a particular party, they must in 
time become issues between op- 
posing political parties, and we 
will then come to a time when all 
questions of that kind will be de- 
cided accordmg to political con- 
siderations rather than accordinj; 
to the law and the evidence. That 
condition would demoralize ttie 
conscience of the Senate and re- 
duce it in the esUmatioD of all 
thoughtful men. 

Not only should tlie riizlit of 
a senator to his seat be determined 
without fear or favor, and purely 
upon its merits, and when so de- 
termined excluded from politi<al 
contests, but it is one of the cases 
which cannot be fairly and intell<- 
trently decided by the peoole when 
they come to nominate and elect a 
senator. Of course, the averajie 
voter reads the newspapers, and 
in that way obtains an impression 
of every case which excites a tron- 
eral public interest, but surely no 
reasonable man would think him- 
adf (yialitied to pass upon a ques- 



tion ut that kind with only such 
evidence as he had seen in the 
public prints. To reach a just de- 
cision a man must know all of the 
evidence, and it is utterly unreas- 
onsble to suppose that the people 
of any Stote will take the time or 
trouble to do that. 

The testimony in the Lorimer 
case Oils a book of more than 700 
pagea, and it is praetieallj oertaia 
that there are not 100 men in the 
State of Kentucky who have ever 
read it. How, then, can the Ken- 
tucky electorate be asked to decide 
whether or not Senator Paynter 
voted wisely or unwisely on the 
Lorimer question? There were 
inany speeches delivered in the 
Senate, rantrintrin length from on« 
hour to the better part of two 
days, and yet they covered only 
the most important phases of tho 
testimony. If that matter is to bo 
submitte«l to tin- pcopU^ of Ken- 
tucky, then the speeches of Repre- 
sentative James and Senator PavBr 
ter will be occupied wholly by « 
discussion of it. and more imoort- 
aut (luestions must be neglected. 
Senator Paynter served the people 
of Kentucky naany rears as a judge 
of their highest conr^, iukI it is snfe 
to say that the peoplo of that 
State believe that he decided the 
Lorimer question precisely as he 
decided all (juestions wliit h came 
before him as a judijc — Washing- 
ton Post.

$104,000,000 over 1909. 

Texas with her ten million acres 
of cotton, wrested from Illinois 
during 1910 the honor of being the 
first State of the Union in point of 
value of her priDcioal farm crops, 
which amrresated $864,110,000, an 
increase of 14.9 per cent. Over 
1909. Illinois with 1290,295,000 
dropped to second place, the de 
crease having been 18.0 per cent. 
Iowa held her place as third State, 
while Kansas in 1909 fourth State, 
dropped to tenth. 

Georgia made a rapid stride in 
crop production for the vear. and 
jumped from tenth to fourth State, 
wibh a total of $210,692,000, an

A recent dispatch from Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., recited that White 
Burley tobacco is now being grown 
wi^h remarkable success in more 
than half of the J114 ooottties of 
Missouri. That statement, taken 
by itself, might lead one to believe 
that a tremendous srop of tobacco 
was grown in Miasoari in 1910, 
but the dispatch went on to say 
that the total production for the 
?ear was 7,875,000 pounds, a gain 
of about 8,000,000 pooAda Over (he 
year previous. 

The figures from Kentucky coun- 
ties for 1910 are not available, but 
it is safe to say that in several of 
these counties the production of 
tobacco was larger than Missouri's 
entire crop. Early in 1910 the 
prediction was made by some of 
the Missouri newspapers that the 
tobacco crop for that vear would 
amount to 30,000,000 pounds. On 
which aoeoQiit eomeof our Ken- 
tucky jrrowers wettt ao far as to 
speak of Missouri as a possible 
dangerous rival to Kentucky in 
tobacco growing. The crop re- 
turns for 1910 do not indicate any- 
thing of the kind. Missouri seems 
to be gradually increasing her 
crop, but she is a long way from 
fame as a great tobacco^producing 
State. 

Maybe it would not hurt Ken- 
tucky very badly if she did lose 
some of her prestige as a tobacco 

trrower. The situation has not 
been altogether satisfactory in that 
uartK ular for a number of years. 
There are many who believe to- 
bacco production is already too 
lart't for the best interests of the 
farmers. However, that piay be.
